No satisfactory explanation is given of the decrease (Rs. 850) in Pooree 
where there is so much need of efficient conservancy arrangements. The 
description and cost of the conservancy establishment employed by each 
municipality is shown in detail in Appendix I of the Report. 

32.. Loans and sanitation.—It will be convenient to consider these two 
subjects under the same heading. It is impossible to improve the sanitary 
condition of municipalities without spending money on the improvement of 
water-supply and drainage, and funds for such purposes are not obtainable 
from current income. In some cases the amount required has been partially 
supplied by the munificent liberality of wealthy citizens, but even in these 
cases the growing needs of the municipality have shown that the funds so given 
must be supplemented from some other source ; while ordinarily the Municipal 
Commissioners must be entirely dependent for the large sums required on loans 
either raised in the open market or lent by Government. The policy of the 
Government of India in regard to loans to municipalities is now so far modi- 
fied that funds will henceforward be placed at the disposal of the Local Gov- 
ernment for the purpose with due consideration to available resources and the

_. 89, The steps which have been taken by the Bhagulpore Municipality to 
raise a loan in the public market for their water-works have already been 
described.

Here, as 
elsewhere, a systematic sanitary survey of the towns should precede and form the 
basis of schemes which may ultimately be proposed. From the Patna Division 
‘also the information is insufficient, but it is understood that preliminary surveys 
have been concluded in the towns of Chuprah and Durbhunga, and that the 
Municipal Commissioners of the former town are prepared to ask for a loan of 
one lakh of rupees for the construction of drainage works. The Municipality 
of Mozufferpore also contemplates applying for a loan of Rs. 75,000 for 
sani improvement. A complete scheme of water-works has been prepared 
for the town of Pooree in Orissa, but the expense involved is beyond the means 
of this small municipality, where, moreover, sufficiently good water is said to be 
obtainable anywhere 10 to 15 feet below the surface of the ground. Action on it 
has therefore been suspended for the present.

The progressive increase observable is not unsatisfactory ; but the Lieute- 
nant-Governor would be glad to see a still larger outlay under these heads. 
Municipal Commissioners in Bengal must not forget that in 1882 municipalities 
were relieved by Government of police charges amounting to about four lakhs 
of rupees, in return for which they accepted the charges for medical institutions 
and education. These charges are still much less than those of which they were 
relieved, and a special obligation therefore rests on them to augment their expen- 
diture. The number of medical institutions assisted or maintained was 121] in. 
1887-88 : in 1888-89 it was 122. 

It is reported that in many Municipalities the Commissioners have set 
aside suitable endowments for scholarships for female medical students and for 
the maintenance of trained nurses: Although the results are disappointing in all 
divisions, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that Municipalities as well as District 
Boards will not be discouraged, but persevere mm their endeavours to assist 
female medical enterprise in India. 

42. Vital statistics —The defects in the registration of births and deaths 
in municipalities have already been noticed in phs 2 and 3 of the Reso- 
lution recorded by the Lieutenant-Governor on the Annual Report of the 
Sanitary Commissioner for, Bengal for the year 1888, and were fully discussed 
in the special Resolution of Government which’ was annexed to last year’s 
Report on the pibwipry Municipal Bodies, From the reports now received 
from Commissioners of Divisions it appears that in the municipalities of the 
Burdwan Division effective steps have been taken, for the improvement of 
registration; from the Presidency and Rajshahye Divisions some improvement 
is reported ; in the Chittagong Division the improvement is said to be not very 
marked. In the municipalities of the Daeca and Chota Nagpore Divisions the 
registration is said to be still unsatisfactory, while in the Patna Division there 
has been an improvement in Chumparun only; in all other municipalities a 
falling off. The Commissioners of Orissa and Bhagulpore give no information __ 
on this subject in their reports. For the whole ince the birth-rate in 
Municipalities was only 20°6 per thousand, and the ‘death-rate 248. The 
Sanitary Commissioner is now devoting special attention to this subject, and 
it is hoped that the current year’s statistics will show a decided improvement. —

A considerable decline from 37,785 to 35,079 in the number of girls 
attending boys’ schools converted the gain shown in this statement into a net 
loss of 856 female pupils under instruction.

“(TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 22xp F

__ ; Tuer principal feature in the meteorology of the previous week had been tho formation 
ofac clonic storm on the 13th in the Bay to the west of the Andaman Islands. On the 14th ae x 
* ‘15th the storm had drifted very slowly in a westerly direction towards the Coromandel is 
coast, and on the 1éth, or the last day of the previous week, if was, so far as could be deter- i 
vmined, rather to the west of the centro of the Bay, and the centre was perhaps almost in the nS 
~* , Jatitude of Madras, or a little to the south of it. On the 16th and 17th pressure continued ry 
* “to fall moderately to rapidly along the Madras coast, while it was falling slowly, or in some 
-” eases even rising, elsewhere round the Bay. It was ther-fore evident that the storm was still 
“i drifting very slowly towards the Coromandel coast, and on the latter date the centre was still 
* some distance off the land and to the east or east-north-east of Madras. At this time all the / 
_ indications appeared to point to the probability that the storm would continue its westerly ; 
advance and cross the coast somewhere to the north of Madras, or certainly not further nort 
_ than Masulipatam or Coconada ; but by the morning of the 18th it had advanced slightly in ° 
_ @ northerly direction, and the centre was probably off the coast between Nellore and a | 
Masulipatam, and on the morning of the 19th the northerly advance had become much more * 
“pronounced, and the centre was almost opposile Vizagapatam, During the 19th the storm Dae 
' continued to move slowly along the coast, and on the morning of the 20th, at about 4 am, * 
the centre of the storm struck the coast close to Gopalpore, aud probably a little to tho north 4 
of that station, and between it and Pooree. A decidedly low pressure was registered noar the ; 
' eentre of the storm, and at Gopalpore at 2 a.m., when the centre must have been still some i 
little distance off, the very low pressure of 29°478 inches was recorded. Contrary to the usual op 
'. behaviour of large and decidedly intense storms, the storm in questior did not advanco 
far inland, but it seems to have expended its main force over tie sea and land area near 
‘the coast line, and diroctly the storm struck the coast, it pommenced to break up and . 
» disintegrate very rapidly, and by 8 a.m. pressure at Gopalpore had risen to 29°684 inches, ; 
_, and by the following morning it had risen to 29°819 inches, when the storm had almost * 
~ entirely ceased to exist, though a diffused area of depression still was reported over the 
~ “northern part of the Bay, There are indeed no indications that the storm centre penetrated 
far into Orissa afte? striking the coast, and it certainly did not pass into the Central 
4 Provinces. It therefore presents rather a remarkable example of the very rapid disintegra- , 
_ tion of a decidedly powerful storm. 
~~» The storm was accompanied by the usual cyclonio circulation of winds, and this circula- 
tion was clearly noticeable at the coast-stations as the storm advanced up the lay. The “ 
main force of the wjnd circulation appears to have been in the northern quadrant of the 
® storm, and as the storm advanced along the coast, rather stormy or squally weather was 
» reported, first at Madras, then at Nellore, then at Masulipatam, Coconada, Vizagapatam, 
and Bimlipatam ; and finally stormy weather set in along the whole of the Orissa and 
} Ganjam coasts, and from Balasore down to Gopalpore in particular very stormy weather 
* Sg reported. ‘These strong winds also extended to some distance inland, and probably 
- the whole of Orissa and Ganjam experienced heavy winds, if they did not »mount to a 
sided gale. The highest wind velocities reported during the storm were at Gopalpore, 
r which the centre crossed, and during the greater part of the afternoon and night of 
2 19th and tho early part of the 20th, wind velocity at that station averaged from 60 to F.

In certain districts ., 
tho effects of the cne have almost neutralized the other, but in other cases the change in the =~

This is particularly the case in Behar and North 
Bengal, where the average mean temperature is about 4° above the normal, but in other 
districts the excess is much smaller than this. For the whole province the mean temperature 
has been between two and three degrees above the normal. 
The general temperatures recorded in the various districts of the province during the 
sy week and the range from day to night, together with the variation from the normal values, are 
best seen in the following table, where the average, maximum, minimum, and mean tempera- 
tures at nine typical stations in the province for the week are compared with their normal 
values for the same period.
